Washington, Juue 8.-—The announce­ 
ment ne Madrid, in the speech from the 
throne to the Corte*, that Spain had 
ceded the Caroline inlands and Pal nor 
and the Mariannes to Qermauy wa* re­ 
ceived w ith surprise here. 
The cession 
marks the relinquishment of Spanish 
possessions in the far east, save the 
Island of Fernando Po and dependencies 
on the African coast 
The dispatch containing the news was 
•bown to the Geni!«*a embassy officials 
last night, bat Am im sea dor von Hollo- 
ben mud that he had no comments tc 
make. 
He had received no information, 
he said, as to the cession and the d e r 
man foreign office had not communi­ 
cated the facte to him. 
Reports have been current from time 
to time that Spain was figuring on a 
transfer of sovereignty of the Carol in ga 
and that Germany had made overtures 
looking to their acquisition in the ex 
ten Mon of her 
colonial 
possessions. 
Sovereignty over the Carolines 
was 
formally adjudged by the pope in 1885 
to be in Spain and was admitted by 
Germany and Great Britain. 
This wa* 
after a rather prolonged dispute, opened 
up by Germany raising her flag over 
the Island of Yap. 
Portugal first ac­ 
quired tne Caroline islands, but Spain 
Boon wrested the group from her, but 
until the eighties haul paid little atteu 
Don to the islands. 
German interests in the Carolines are 
relatively extensive and have been fos­ 
tered by a provision of the pope’s award, 
he as arbitrator awarding sovereignty 
to Spain, but reserved to the German 
government 
special 
trade facilities. 
The Mariano islands, which go with the 
Carolines aud Pnlaos in the Hesston, of 
cooree do uot include Guam, over which 
the American flag now flies. 
Including 
Guam the 
Marianne*, (correct) the 
Carolines and Palao* have a total area 
ofgaimost 1,000 English square mile* 
aud a combined population of about -45, 
OOO people. 
Over all this, lave the 
American-acquired island of Guam, the 
German flag is to be hoisted. 
State department officials have been 
aware for some time that the (herman 
government has been in treaty negotia­ 
tions with Spain for the cession of the 
islands referred to in the queen’s speech 
in the Corte*. 
The fact that this has 
been accomplished, however, had not 
been communicated to the authorities 
and the announcement from Madrid 
therefore was news to them. 
Secretary 
Hay said lane night that the question of 
cession was not one concerning which 
tbs United States would be consulted.

Madrid, June 8.—The queen regent 
opened the cortes yesterday with the 
usual ceremonial and in the speech from 
the throne announced that the Marriaao, 
Caroline and Paia os islands were ceded 
to Germany by the late Spanish cabinet. 
During the oourse of the speech, her 
majesty said: “ At the opeuiug of the 
oortes all the sorrows which have 
wrenched our hearts, through the disas­ 
ters which have visited our country, ars 
reawakened. 
We must preserve sad­ 
ness in order to derive experience there­ 
from, hut the woes of our country ore of 
such a nature that reticence and silence 
avail better than complaints. 
Our foreign relations are oordial and 
friendly. 
We especially owe to th* 


pope recognition of the many times he 
has given us his moral support. 
The most Important, most urgent 
and most difficult task before you Is to 
balance the budget and liquidate the 
debts resulting from the war through 
ordinary and permanent sources of in­ 
come. 
Thanks to the severely economic 
policy projected, the government will, 
not ask fresh sacrifices of the country, 
except such as (.arn be equitably divided 
among all classes. 
With the ordinary budget will also

EXECUTED AQ SPIES 


Japanese C aptured by Russians W ith 
Plane o f le tte r's Fortifications. 
Seattle, Wash,, June 8.—The Japan­ 
ese liner Kinship Mara has arrived here 
with late Japanese papers. 
Japan is much aroused over the re­ 
port from Shanghai that 12 Japanese 
spies had been captured by the Rus­ 
sians at a place called To Sang presum­ 
ably on Limo Tang peninsula. 
The par­ 
ticulars of the affair are meager, but 
the government is going to investigate. 
The report had it that the Japanese 
were found sulking about the fortifica­ 
tions in small bodies. 
Proof that they 
were spies was not wanting, for they 
had several drawings of the fortifica­ 
tions and 
oo insiders hie 
data. 
The 
Japanese government, while disclaim­ 
ing all knowledge of having any spies 
in Russian territory, claims that the 
Russians had no right to execute them. 
If they were discovered while trying to 
escape and refused to halt the Russians 
would be entitled to shoot them down. 
It is generally understood, however, 
that they were executed in a fortress 
without trial. 
The United States consul to Japan 
has taken up the case of 17 natives of 
Yap, one of the Caroline islands, who 
were terribly mistreated by the skipper 
of the Japanese brig Matsuaka Mara. 
These men and women had been em­ 
ployed during the Chinese war in Japan, 
and later served as sohool teachers. 
Deciding to go home, they paid their 
passage (rn the bark.. 
They sailed last 
October, and should have reached home 
in two months. 
They are now back in 
Japan without a cent, and have uot 
been near their island homea 
The 
skipper took them first to the Pellow is­ 
lands, where he landed them Oct. 22. 
He remained there till December, and 
then took them to the Bonin islands, 
where he dumped them after keeping 
them on board several days. 
He had 
robbed them of every cent by charging 
$1 a pound for bad rice. 
After their 
funds ran short they were moved from 
the cabin to the hold of the vessel.

missionary woman at Bonin paid their 
passage to Japan.
